Eastern Peo ple Buy Despised Illino is 
Fish by Carlo ad. 
Nat C. Cohen and S. P. B artlett of 
the Illinois lish commission met in 
Springfield Wednesday for the purpose 
of auditing the b ills of the commis­ 
sion and passing upon several matter.s 
of minor importance. 
A numb er of 
permits, authorizing fishermen along 
the Illinois river to fish 
through the 
ice under the supervision of the com­ 
mission, were approved. 
Under the rules of the commission 
the fishermen are permitted to take 
only carp and 
other 
coarse 
fish 
through the ice, and all of the game 
fish ensnared must b e returned to the 
water. 
Special wardens are appoint­ 
ed to supervise the fishing and the in­ 
dustry is conducted only when 
they 
are present to see tha t the rules are 
ob served. 
Heavy penalties are en­ 
forced for failure to comply with the 
commission’s rule. 
The taking of carp in the winter 
has grown to b e a large industry, 
there b eing a heavy demand for the 
fish in New York. 
Last week five 
carload of carp were sent to tha t city 
and the call for them is in ex cess of 
the supply at all times. 
The carp is 
not esteemed b y people in this section 
of the country, b ut down east, where 
the residents are surfeited with salt 
water lish, it is regarded as a delicacy 
I t is served as such at the Waldorff- 
Astoria hotel and 
at 
the leading 
restaurants in New York. 
“The troub le with the western peo­ 
ple,” said Commissioner Cohen yester­ 
day, ‘ is tha t they have unreasonab le 
prejudice against the carp. 
A sa mat 
ter of fact it is a fine fish when prop­ 
erly prepared for the tab le, b ut people 
out here do not know how to cook it 
and they have formed the impression 
tha t it is worthless 
“ You cannot fry carp, b ut if you 
will 
parb oil 
and 
b ake 
it 
you 
will have as fine a fish as you will care 
for. 
Home day, when the prejudice 
against the carp 
wears away, our 
people will learn how to prepare him 
for the tab le and then we will under­ 
stand why he has b een in such de 
mand in a market where the finest 
salt fish in the world are sold in com­ 
petition with him .”
